Rochester, N. Y., A hr 
24.— On the 
eve of his forty-day swine: around the 
circle on which Republican leaders ex 
pect him to define the issues for the 
campaign of 1912 President T aft an 
nouneed himself unalterably opposed 
to the “nostrums” of reform which he 
declared “demagogues” and ‘theoreti­ 
cal extrem ists” have advanced for the 
solution of the problem of eoneentrat 
ad wealth in this country. 
The president spoke to the veterans 
of the ti. A. R. 
In the struggle which 
they went through fifty years ago and 
the one which he said now confronts 
this nation h»- found a striking anal­ 
ogy, although the struggle of today he 
declared will be bloodless. 
In the end, 
the president said, the peace loving, 
straight thinking people of the conn 
try w ill be victorious, but the fight it 
self may be the longer because it will 
be fought out to the end without blood­ 
shed and the roar of the battlefield. 
“In higher aims for the betterment 
of society these new evils growing out 
of the concentration of wealth and 
these 
combinations 
which 
properly 
controlled are a great good in tho re­ 
duction of the cost 
of 
production," 
said the president, "have invited from 
the active minded of today sugges­ 
tions of remedies that are so extreme 
that the medicine to many of it-* se*-ms 
worse than the disease. 
"Those who are charged with th*5 re 
sponsibiltty, and sobered with the dif­ 
ficulties, find ourselves in the middle 
of the road resisting th* 
tendency to 
socialism on the one hand and the in­ 
ertia of reactionary contentment with 
present evils and ambition for greater 
concentration of linum ial 
power on 
th** other, but we are gradually solv­ 
ing the problem. 


W ill Be Solved Peacefully. 


“The present does not bring difficul­ 
ties so great as you had to meet and 
overcome in 1861. 
It may be a longer 
fight, because it w ill not involve vio­ 
lence or the shedding of blood, but it 
must and wilt be solved peacefully and 
by the earliest effort of the level head­ 
ed, the practical and the courageous 
among us and by reducing the influ­ 
ence of the demagogue and the the­ 
oretical extremists on iii*- one hand 
and th** reactionary influence of com­ 
bination of 
wealth 
in 
politics and 
progress in the other. 
“ Its solution will be consistent with 
the preservation of our ancient institu­ 
tions of personal 
liberty 
under tIi*- 
Constitution. 
"The message that you hear with 
your experience and your success to 
those of us struggling now with the 
problems 
is 
that 
however 
dark 
at 
times the situation seems so long as 
we retain in this country a God fear­ 
ing, sober, intelligent people we can 
count iii the long run ti non their work­ 
ing out safely and sanely the prob­ 
lems set before them, no m atter how 
many mistakes in the form of nos­ 
trums they may have been led into by 
th** speciousness of half baked theories 
of progress, no m atter how often they 
may have been defeated in their pur­ 
pose by the tem porary success of un­ 
due and corrupt influence of concen­ 
trated wealth." 
From the moment he reached Roch­ 
ester until 
he left for Beverly the , 
president was surrounded by veterans. 
He stood on a reviewing stand for 
more than two hours in the morning 
while thousands of old soldiers, most 
of them in blue, many of them totter­ 
ing 
along 
with the aid 
of friends, 
filed slowly by. 
M ajor General Fred­ 
erick I). Grant, Mayor Edgerton and 
Commandcr-in-Chief Gilman of the G. 
A. R 
stood with the president.

M ilwaukee Aug. 24.— Im portant leg­ 
islation for the control of insurance 
companies doing business is proposed 
in the report of the special committee

I United States which was made public 
at the session of the convention here 
The basis for the legislation 
pro- 
1 posed is given in reports on the ex- 
amination of fourteen companies in 
| which 
nearly 
two 
thousand 
settle 
ments effected 
by those companies 
are discussed and criticised. 
In dis- 


! cussing the settlem ent of these claims 
the report says: 
“Of Fie specific claims examined, 
where the am ount involved is usually 
, considerable, the percentage of scaled 
or rejected claims is high; 
indeed, 
very much too high to be explained by 
error of judgment or carelessness. In ­ 
deed, tile comm ittee feels warranted 
in concluding that when dealing with 
companies doing an industrial, health 
or accident business the policy holder 
public 
of 
the 
country— particularly 
those who through ignorance or pov­ 
erty are unable to protect themselves, 
and therefore are peculiarly the wards 
of the government as represented in 
this convention— has 
been 
too 
fre 
quently the victim of unconscionable 
practices 
in 
the claim departments 
of the companies criticised 
in 
this 
report. 


Some Action 
Is Imperative. 


“Promises of reformation made at 
the 
hearings 
are, 
therefore, 
not 
enough. 
This convention should take 
some action which w ill guarantee tile 
just treatm ent of policy holders in the 
future.” 
“It is impossible,” the report says 
of one company, “in language fitted 
to an official document aptly to charac­ 
terize what seem to have been t hi* 
practices and methods of the indus­ 
trial departm ent of this corporation in 
settling with its policy holders. 
It ap­ 
pears to have resorted to every possi­ 
ble means, not merely to protec t itself 
against imposition— for which it could 
not be criticised— but also and more 
particularly to cut and shave down 
claims, apparently without conscience 
and certainly without right.” 
The report concludes with twenty- 
four recommendations, the most im ­ 
portant of which are: 
That a standard industrial health 
and accident policy provision law be 
enacted; that prorating for change of 
occupation should be perm itted only 
when the insured has actually changed 
his occupation; that tho policy fee be 
abolished; 
that all industrial agents 
and collectors be licensed by the state; 
that frequent examinations covering 
not only financial condition, but also 
treatm ent of jiolioy holders, be eon- j 
ducted either by the individual states 
or by a comm ittee of the convention 
and that publicity be given to the re­ 
sults of such examinations.
